‘The Food for Encl 
Dr. Albert Bellows's book, 
be Sick," has some good_suggeetions 
about food. We quote a portion of what 
he says in regard to 
DRAIN WORKERS. 


Ie lias been proved by analysis that the 
more active thie brain, the more. phos. 
phorgs is used up and thrown off by the 
system, clergymen using up more on 
Sundays, and lawyers on court days, than 
at any other times, an yet our = profes- 
sional men have-lived as other men live 
eating what has come before them with.

Every man’s hand is against his 
neighbour, and murder rans’ wild riot 
There was no serious outbreak until Fri- 
day night, January 22d. On that even- 
ing, at the Theatre Villaneuva, devoted 
to operatic, -dramatie td equestrian per- 
formances, they played a political pieco— 
in favour of the Cubans or insurrection- 
The Cubans shouted, stamped, 
threw bouquets and even.their hats on 
the stoge. This did not please the 
Spaniards, ‘who raised the ery of “ Vive 
la Hispania,” bat it was drowned ia the 
Cubans * Vied la Capit 
fired promiscugusly, the innocent saffer- 
ing nists than Se guilty, and the scene 
s one of the wildest confusion, At 
Yhis stage the) volunteers arrived—all 
Spaviards, (recéntly colisted) who hate 
the Cubans to the death ; the melee. be 
came a massacre. One beautiful Cuban 
‘itl tore down the Spanish colours, but a 
thrust cboked the “ Vive la 
in its utterance ; she fell dead, 
reed through the throat; how many 
lives were lost will never be known, the 
Hovernment having a way of suppressi 
all reports, but undoubtedly there wore 
many, I concluded, about the first of 
the trouble, not being a belligeredt, I 
had better retire, so I sought the safaby 
of my hotel.

The attention of military and naval eq- 
has recently ‘been called to an in- 
réntion that rivals the Moverieff carriaze 
asa defensive mashine, and asa simple 
and elegant embodiment of correet 
mechanical ideas, We refor to, the float- 
ing fort of Capt, James.

When the furnace is tapped, the liquid 
fron rans down this spout and falls out 
| of it in a thin stream into boxes as they 
slowly revolve under it, deporting in 
‘each film of iron, say ono-cighth of an 
inch thick. Butj before the fall of 
‘melted iron reaches the boxes, it is imter- 
ccopted, or rather crossed, at right augles, 
by a thin fall of pulverized iron ore, 
which alio runs out of a wide spout from 
fa reservoir above. ‘hes two streams 
fr falls are of about equal volume, nay 
one-quarter of an inch doop and twenty 
inches wide. A workman, with « bar in 
the tap hole, regulates the-stream of iron, 
and the iron spout from whieh the liquis 
metal falls into the boxes is removable ;

E ALLEGED DISCOVERY==1) 
PORTANT I¥ TRUE. 


‘The past year, like so many of its. imme- 
diate predecessors, was distinguished by 
noteworthy discoveries and the development 
of useful inventions. Prominent among these, 
if the accounts relating to it prove reliable, 
may be classed perhaps u discovery made by 
Profssor Halton of Melbourne, Australia, of 
the antidotal effect of ammonia to snake pois- 
op, when injected through a vein into the 
circalation of a serpeuttitien person. Ic 
‘appears that fora cousiderable period Prom 
fessor ‘Halford had been cerefully investiga. 
ting, by the ald of the microscope, the effict 
produced by snake-poison on the’ corpucles 
of the ood. In the course of his invest 
gations it occurred to him that the resulte of 
the operation of the poison, which he was 
thus tracing, miglt be counteracted by the 
direct introduction of ammonia into the 
blood. Following up his thought, he pro- 
‘ceeded to submit bis theory to the test of ex- 
periment, He caused several dogs to be sub- 
jected to the influence of tho poison of highly 
‘Yenomons serpents, and then forced ammouis 
through the veios of the bitten animale. The 
result was temarkable ard decisive. The 
poison was rapidly neutralized, and itexffocts 












































‘asures in the case of serpent-bitten human 
beloge. ‘The 1umoar of his investigations and 
in this mettcr spread abroad ;

Quickly, therefore, laying open @ euit- 
able vein, the Professor injected ammouia tuto 
the circtlation of the suffering man. The 
eftect was almostfostentancous. Tho patient 
immediately revived, aud before long wholly 
recovered. 

‘The Melbourne correspondent adds that 1n- 
telligence bad acived that similar experi.

‘The poison of some sw rpents is much 
deadly than that of others, And prolably 
there may be some specific difference in the 
action on the human system of the different 
kinds of soake poison ; ro that ons remedy 
might not be successful in all cass. The 
ppolaon of the brown snake of Austealia, of the 
hooded sake of India and tho rattl:-saake of 
America, might require different an as 
is the caso with various vegetable and waineral 
Poisons. But if ammonia injected into 
circulation shall be proved to be a specifi 
‘azainat the dperation of the poison of one sort 
of snakes, of a decid-dly dangerous kind, it is 
exceedingly likely that it will prove to be 
fpecific against tho venom of, at least, many 
other deadly serpents.—Morning News.
